EARLY HISTORY OF NEWARK 


^ 


The principal incidents of the early 


history ot Newark occur led in the 
year 1825. These incidents have here- 
tofore been tully portrayed by Lick- 
ing county's nistorian, Isaac Smucker, 
Esq. At the risk of a repetition, how- 
ever, I will proceed to describe several 
which I personally witnessed in my 
youthful days, and which I distinctly 
remember.
